The wood sells locally for $2.00 and is valid at participating merchants 
until Dec. 1998. Most woods are kept as souvenirs by tourists and these tokens usually sell out 

Buick. Henry Ham designed and manufactured five hundred of the tokens. The obverse, in 

blue, depicts Prince George’s new Aquatic Center which will open this fall. The reverse, in 
black, is a map of British Columbia showing the Prince George location. This is the 150th issue 
of the large spruce token. The first issue was in 1958. All previous issues had a face value of 
$1.00.

All woods are available from the issuer for $1.00 each plus a SASE 
except for the “Halifax Coin Club - 40th Anniversary” wood, which is $2.00 plus SASE. 
I have tried to indicate who the issuer is for the different groups of woods, so those wishing 
to obtain the woods can do so. 

For those available from John Maclean himself, John indicates that in lieu of the 
usual $1.00 per, he will take in trade used telephone cards in good condition on a one for 
one basis. In addition to the APNA show giveaways of starter sets of foreign coin, paper 
and wooden nickels they are trying to build up an inventory of phone cards to make up sets 
for next year’s show. This offer applies only to those woods available from John, not other 
issuers. 

The Atlantic Provinces Numismatic Association (APNA) held its Spring Show on 
May Ist and 2nd, 1998 in the Grill, Keddy’s Motel in Dartmouth, Nova Scotia. The show 
was organized and promoted by the Atlantic Canadian Coin Collector’s Rally and in 
evidence, as always, was the very real influence of our many “Atlantic Woodies”.

While attending the recent ONA convention, I purchased a unique, little booklet 
entitled ‘Money Talk’ authored by CAWMC member Jerry Remick. As you read through 
this booklet, you I,m sure will find it, as I did, to be tremendously interesting, entertaining 
and very informative. Many of the expressions you will recognize as very familiar but others 
you may not. Yes! even the term ‘wooden nickel’ appears in the booklet.The booklet is 
entirely about “Terms and Expressions Used For Money In Canada And The United States” 
The twenty-eight pages are on eight and one half inch by eleven inch paper, securely bound 
with a sturdy cover and compiles a listing of slang and unofficial terms and expressions used 
for coins, tokens and paper money in North America. There are sections pertaining 
exclusively to Canadian currency, United States currency and Quebec currency.
